the latter that the amendment was 
unconstitutional. 
The federal courts in the District 
of Columbia and the state courts 
in Maryland, where the castes, re­ 
spectively, were originally brought 
ruled against the objections to the* 
amendent. In the oral argumt nts in 
the supreme court in the Fairchild 
casa the government contended that 
the secretary of state having issued 
the ratification proclamation tiler 
was nothing to restrain, and that 
the case* therefore became moo*, not j 
presenting a controversy for judic­ 
ial decision. 
Issue Is Political. 
In the Leger case, the govern­ 
ment acknowledged 
that the pro­ 
ceedings had been instituted by vot­ 
ers who had sufficient interest to 
warrant their presence in court, but

The refusal was brought to the 
attention of the court of Kansas, 
and upon application of the attorney 
general of tile state*, the Crawford 
district court issued an order re. 
quiring them to appear forthwith 
before the court of industrial rela­ 
tions and testify. Howat and his col­ 
leagues asserted they knew nothing 
whatever of the order and had been 
given no opportunity to appear. On

in which he charged Howat and 
his assistants with contempt of the 
order with conspiracy to violate it.

Lodge defeated the Treaty of Ver­ 
sailles, are opposing such a “ mild” 
reservation and are insisting upon 
reservations W’ith teeth in them. 
If there were no considerations 
involved but partisan interests the 
country could afford to laugh at the 
plight in which President Harding 
and Senator Lodge find themselves.

BISMARK, N. D., Jan. 6.— All the 
m ystery of the Indian understand­ 
ing of life, e a rth ,. w ater and sky 
entered into ceremony in which the 
members of tho Teton tribe of the 
Sioux 
named 
M arshal 
Foch 
and 
smoked w ith him the pipe of peace, 
according to 
Melvin R. 
Gilmore, 
curator of the N orth D akota h i s ­ 
torical Society. In the rush of com­ 
pleting the ceremony* within 
the 
allotted a few minutes, a wrong in­ 
terpretation was placed upon the 
flame bestowed by Red-tom ahawk, 
according to Mr. Gilmore, who had 
the Indian chief repeat the name 
after the ceremony, th a t ne m ight be 
certain of having it correctly placed 
in hiS historical records. M arshall 
Foch is placed in the mythorolgy 
of the Tetons as Charging Lightning, 
the word for thunder and lightning, 
being alm ost the same. 
D akotas Joined French. 
Dr. Gilm ore’s historical statem ent 
of the event says in part: 
“ M arshal Fdch was met by a 
delegation of, Teton-Dakotas from 
the Standing Rock reservation of 
the D akota nation. The leader of 
this delegation was Red-tomahawk, 
who ceremonially presented a pipe 
to M arshal Foch, and also confer­ 
red upon him a nam e in the Nakota

stem also have their meaning, 
white signifies th a t all form er dif­ 
ferences are cleared away, and we 
shall be candid friends.

“ Red Tomahawk was obliged to 
abbreviate the ceremony because of 
the lack of time. He also abbrevia­ 
ted the explanations of the symboli­ 
sm for the same reason. If tim e 
had perm itted all should have been 
seated upon the ground. 
“ The m aterial for smoking, w ith 
which the pipe was filled, was a 
m ixture of tobacco and the inner 
bark of a native shrub, pieces of 
dogwood, Cornus stolonifera.
